'Irregularities' under

An intensive investigation is under wav at the Federal Correctional 
Institution in Lompoc concerning alleged “ irregularities" in the camp 
operation for minimum security inmates. 
The investigation is confirmed bv Warden Frank Kenton. Several 
officials of the camp have been placed on administrative leave 
pending results of the probe, according to the warden 
The investigation has been underwav for “ sometime." according to 
Kenton 
The Federal Bureau of Investigation. Bureau of Prison personnel 
and the attorney general s office are involved in conducting the probe 
Kenton said he cannot reveal the objectives of the investigation or 
the alleged irregularities. He did term it a “ legitimate question” 
when asked whether the investigation might involve unauthorized 
absence from the FCI camp by inmates. 
Registration records of the Lions Inn in Lompoc have been 
subpoenaed by the District U.S. court in Los Angeles and have been 
turned over, according to Michael Renault, manager. 
Kenton said this morning that he expects the investigation to be 
wrapped up soon and reiterated that the probe only involved camp 
“ irregularities“ and not the entire institution 


Soldiers arrest 100 
in Belfast club 


BELFAST. 
Northern 
Ireland

— British Soldiers smashed 
into a barricaded Roman Catholic 
club today and arrested 100 persons, 
a British military spokesman said 
Two club members and a soldier 
were injured in what the spokesman 
described as “ a brawl that occurred 
when our lads got in." 


The spokesman said a contingent 
of 80 soldiers went to St. Mary's 
Club near the Dockside. acting on 
information that members of the 
outlawed 
Irish 
Republic 
Army 
(IRA i often drank there. 


When the soldiers arrived some of 
the 200 persons inside barricaded 
the doors and all entrances. The 
soldiers ringed the building and 
called 
for 
reinforcements, 
the 


spokesman said 
The troops tore off wire grills on 
the windows and tried to enter that 
way but were met with a hail of 
billiard balls, bottles and glasses, 
the spokesman said 
The army replied with canmsters 
of nausea gas and then smashed 
down the front door, the spokesman 
said. 
Many of the patrons in the club 
traded punches with the soldiers for 
several minutes but the majority 
were suffering too much from the 
nausea gas to resist, the spokesman 
said. 
A military spokesman said “ as 
soon as the brawl was over the 
people inside opened up the bar 
again 
and 
carried 
on 
serving 
drinks."

California leads in fatalities

California highways had the most fatalities of any 
other state in the nation with 58 persons reported killed 
over the New Year's weekend 
The State also led the country during the Christmas 
holidays. 


New Y ear’s Eve and early New Year’s Day took the 
most lives. The worst accidents killed four persons at 
Solvang and four at San Jose. Three children died near 
Corcoran 
The Solvang mishap, CHP investigators said, occurred 
when a car driven by Frank Lewis. 17, Ballard, rounded 
a curve on California 246 at a high speed, crossed the 
center line and smashed into a camper. The camper 
driver. Walter W 
Lozier. Cora, Wyo . Lewis Lozier, 
Robin Roberts 17 , and Lozier’s wife, Nancy, 50,, were 
killed and three others were injured 


In San Jose, four young people died when an 18-year- 
old driver, traveling 80 miles an hour, collided with 
another car, police said Eddie D Maes, suffered minor 
injuries but his passenger, Joe Corona and three riders in 
the other car received fatal injuries 
The dead were identified as Lindsay Ann Overacker, 
18. Fremont, Linda Charlene Scales. 26, San Jose, and 
Rebecca Lynn Smith, Fremont. Driver of the other car 
suffered serious injuries. 


In another crash, a car ran a stop sign near Corcoran, 
crashed into a car and killed three persons They were 
Bill Carner, 13. his brother Ronnie, 9, and sister Susan. 7. 
all of Waukena Both drivers were injured and so were 
three other passengers

PARIS (U PI i—Two close fiends kept a lonely vigil over 
the body of Maurice Chevalier today, mourning the death of 
the man who entertained the world for 60 years with his 
special brand of Parisian charm 
Although telegrams of sympathy poured in from all over 
the world, no visitors were allowed inside the large white 
house at Marnes-la-Coquette. outside Paris, where the body 
of the 83 vear-old entertainer lay. 
Chevalier succumbed to a heart failure late Saturday 
after being hospitalized for 20days w ith a kidney ailment 
Felix Paquet and Francois Vais. Chevalier's two 
impresarios and his closest friends, said they alone would 
keep watch over his body until a funeral ceremony 
scheduled for Wednesday in the small village cemetery In 
keeping with Chevalier's wishes, who said he wanted to die 
"like an artisan.” only members of the entertainer's 
household were allowed to view the body. 
The more than half a century Chevalier, his straw boater 
at a jaunty angle and his lower lip thrusting saucily, gave 
the world through movies, theatre shows and cabarets its 


image of a frenchmen —knowledgeable with women, 
slightly cynical but ever ready for gaiety. 
President Georges Pompidou led the nation in mourning 
Chevalier s death "The French people willingly recognized 
themselves in him. and foreigners found in his personality

According to Long about 30 per cent of

The Jury report 


The 
1971 County Grand Jury threw 
around facts and figures without much 
substantiation in their final report last 
week in justification for recommending 
that the County employ a county-wide drug 
abuse coordinator. 


It is certainly apparent that the jury did 
little digging into the problem ot drug 
abuse or what is being done about it. It 
appears that they only read the 1970 
County Grand Jury report, added 300 
addicts to the 1970 estimate, multiplied a 
yearly spending cost by addicts ol $30.(KM) 
and came to the conclusion that addicts 
cost county residents $30,000,000 per year. 
This 
is 
preposterous 
and 
certainly 
generalization of the highest caliber. 


The Jury took no consideration of the 
progress which has been made in the 
County toward drug abuse. The establish­ 
ment, for example, of methadone clinics in 
both the south and north county areas has 
taken more than 100 heroin addicts off 


heroin addiction. It certainly appears, 
also, that the Jury made no investigation 
into law enforcement efforts during the 
past year as concerns drug abuse, nor 
efforts of school districts in curriculum, 
nor work of local Drug Abuse Coordinating 
Councils in Santa Maria. Lompoc or Isla 
Vista. 
To flatly state without substantiation or 
verification that Lompoc has the “dubious 
reputation of having the highest rate of 
drug traffic and users of any comparable 
town in the United States' is irresponsible 
for any Grand Jury. 
Narcotics addiction is serious in this 
county, as serious as the problems of 
alcohol or venereal disease. 
However, 
blowing its seriousness out of proportion to 
other problems is not responsible nor does 
it call for the birth of another burgeoning 
bureaucracy to solve when County depart­ 
ments, such as mental health and the 
health department, should presently be 
geared to do so.
